New York, March 17.—The death 


of Lieutenant Joseph Petrosino, who 
was assassinated in Sicily, was offi- 
cially deplored by the board of alder- 
men, who adopted a resolution, to that 
effect. 
The board also joins in the 


generally expressed wish "that his 
cowardly assassins may speedily be 
brought to justice." 


What success the police are achiev- 


ing in their hunt here for possible 
conspirators and accessories to the 
murder of Petrosino is obviously a 
strictly guarded secret, but there is 
no let-up in the activity in the case 
at police headquarters. 


Robert Watchorn, the commission- 


er of Immigration here, says there is 
no reason why the country should 
not throw off the curse of the Black 
Hand. 
It Is time, he says, that the 


United States did something to pro- 
tect not only its countrymen but the 
thrifty Irom foreign shores .who had 
become good citizens. 


"With more men and machinery to 


handle 
the 
immigration 
problem," 


•Watchorn said, "there Is no reason 
why the 
problem 
should 
not 
be 


solved. 
The vicious men of Italy 


and Sicily, 
by shipping as sailors 


aboard hundreds of ships, land on our 
shores constantly without government 
Intervention. By extending the scope 
of Immigration work to Include the 
rigid inspection of all crews landing 
in our port—as we now Inspect and 
admit or reject foreign passengers— 
our government will have a strangle 
hold on the infamous murder clan. 


"And something else is necessary 


too. 
Steps should be taken by the 


police all over the country to round 
up the criminal and derelict Italians 
explanation of now they got into this 
country. Those who cannot give sat- 
isfactory answers should be deported 
at once. There are laws and machin- 
ery enough to perform this weeding 
out process successfully." 


In answer to his cable addressed to 


the chief of police of. Palermo, 
re- 


questing details as to the murder of 
Petrosino, Commissioner Bingham re- 
ceived the following reply: 


"I assure you I will do my best to 


arrest murderers of Petrosino." 


Was Attacked From Behind 


Rome, March 17.—Official reports 


received here concerning the assassi- 
nation of 
Lieutenant Petrosino 
at 


Palermo Friday Indicate that the New 
York detective had no opportunity to- 
defend himself when attacked, as he 
was-unarmed. The revolver found by 
his side, one chamber empty, proved, 
not to have belonged to him. The po- 
lice have discovered Petrosino's .re- 
volver, unloaded, at the hotel where 
he was staying. 
' Petrosino on Friday morning went 
to Caltanissetta, about forty miles 
from Palermo, where he had 
some 


business in connection with the com- 
piling of criminal records to attend 
to. 
He returned to Palermo in the 


evening, goirig to the Cafe Crete, 
near the Piazza Marina. 
He left the 


cafe about 0 o'clock and was attacked 
a few minutes later. 
'• 


The authorities are convinced that 


Petrosino was entirely unprepared for 
the murderous assault upon him. The 
assassins crept up behind him, ns Uic 
course of the bullets show. One", en- 
tering the right shoulder blade, per- 
forated both lungs; another pene- 
trated the back of the neck, while 
the thrid struck him on the temple, 
probably as he was turning.

Washington, March 17.—President 


Tal't's tariff message Tuesday afternoon 
left senate and house gasping—be- 
cause of its 
brevity. 
As the 
first 


message of a new president to an ex- 
traordinary session of congress it wan 
some 300 odd words long. 
President 


Roosevelt's first message to congress 
on Dec. 4, 1904, was of more than. 
17,000 words, and its reading took 
2% hours. 


In striking co'ntrast to the scenes 


of confusion, disorder and acrimoni- 
ous debate -which marked the opening 
day of the house, the session of that 
body yesterday assumed its wonted 
air of dignity. 
There was general 


good feeling among the members, 
whose main topic of conversation was 
the fight over the rules. 
The mes- 


sage of President Taft met with pro- 
longed applause from the Republi- 
cans. 


Interest attached to the announce- 


ment by the speaker of the personnel 
of the committees on rules and ways 
and means. 
The biennial lottery for 


seats was conducted and many -were 
the disappointments upon the part of 
those whose names were the last to 
be drawn. 


The tariff bill was not introduced, 


the delay In its presentation being to 
receive the approval of a new Repub- 
lican member on.the ways and means 
committee whom the speaker will 
appoint to succeed Mr. Bonynge o! 
Colorado, whose term has expired. 


The text of President Taft's mes- 


sage was as follows. 


"To the senate and house of repre- 


sentatives: 


"I have convened the congress In 


this extra session in order to enable 
it to give immediate consideration to 
the revision of the Dingley tariff act. 
Conditions affecting production, man- 
ufacture and business generally have 
so changed in the last twelve years 
as to require a readjustment and re- 
vision of the import duties imposed by 
that act. More than, this, the pres- 
ent tariff act, with the other sources 
of government revenue, does not fur- 
nish income enough to pay the auth- 
orized expenditures. By July 1 next, 
the excess of expenses over receipts 
for the current fiscal year will equal 
?100,000,000. 


"The successful party in the late 


election is pledged to a revision of the 
tariff. 
The country and the business 


community especially, expect it. The 
prospect of a change in the rates 01 
import duties always causes a sus- 
pension or halt in business because 
of the uncertainty as to the changes 
to be made and their effect. 
It is, 


therefore, of the highest importance 
that the new bill should be agreed up- 
on and-passed with as much speed as 
possible consistent with its due and 
thorough consideration. 


"For these reasons, I have deemed 


the present to be an extraordinary oc- 
casion, within the meaning of the con- 
stitution, justifying and requiring the 
calling of an extra session. 


"In my inaugural address, I stated 


in a summary way the principles up- 
on which, in my judgment, the re- 
vision of (he tariff should proceed, 
and indicated at least ono new sourc" 
of revenue l.hat mi.chl bn properly ro- 
sortcd'to in order to avoid a future- 
deficit. 
It is not necessary for me to 


repeal what I then said. 


"I venture to .suggest that (he vital 


business interests of the country re- 
quire that the attention of the con- 
gress in this session be chiefly devot- 
ed to the consideration of the new tar- 
iff bill, and that the less time given 
to other subjects of legislation In this 
session, the better for the country."

have a direct primary carried to its 
logical conclusion, we wipes out gov- 
ernment by parties and we establish 
in its place a system of direct gov- 
ernment, for which we are obviously 
not yet prepared as individuals. 


The natural development will be in- 


to a government by the 
individual 


and not by the party, and will ultu 
rnat.ely open the door to 
as 
many 


wrongs as we now at times have to 
face ana* fight in 
partisan 
govern- 


ment. 
If Senator Bass' bill becomes 


a law, then we to a very considerable 
degree do away with the necessity for 
any November elections whatever. "We 
do not change conditions, nor do we 
change''results; we simply substitute 
for one general election two general 
elections, and make the final election 
unnecessary in every locality where 
public senliment-.ls not uncertain and 
where parties at present are not even' 
ly divided. 


The requirements for candidacy con- 


tained in paragraph one of Senator 
Bass' bill are inexpedient, run counter 
f.o 'Republican ideas of government, 
and are of doubtful constitutionality. 
There is nothing in the bill to prevent 
partisans from meeting as they do at 
present and choosing one man 
for 


each office to be voted for at the pri- 
mary by men of common sentiment. 
N 
7o primary law canvbe effective or 


operative to the extent desired by its 
sponsors unless it have a 
provision 


compelling every legal voter to go tf; 
the polls and vote, and making it a 
misdemeanor wherever there 
is no 


compliance with such law. Experience 
has shown in the states where then 
is a direct primary law that, after the 
novelty wears off, the people will not 
take a greater interest in the primary 
ilection, than they do here at present 
and that well organized, compact-,-par- 
isan organizations have the same con- 
trol over the ultimate result as" they 
have to a degree under the presenlt 
iaw. No further proof is needed than 
the resulii of the Wisconsin primary, 
where obviously not the man best fit- 
ted for the senatorial office was elect- 
ed Senator, but on the contrary, a 
man distinguished solely for his great 
wealth. 


The primary law does not remove 


the handicap with wnich a poor but 
qualified and ambitious man enters the 
race for office, but, on the contrary, 
makes it easLer even than at present, 
and much less expensive, for a man 
of great wealth and no particular at- 
tainments to elect himself to office. 
Finally, when all is said and done, we 
may apply to the direct primary prop- 
osition this fact, established out of u 
ong and bitter experience: that you 
cmnnot by law legislate an idea of po- 
itical duty into the 
human 
heart. 


What we need more than direct pri- 
maries is education by precept and ex- 
ample in the common duties of citi- 
zenship. 
There should be a stead? 


striving towards those ideals of indi- 
vidual perfection which under any and 
every form of partisan division mak« 
or the best possible government of. 
by and for the people.
